BE | T RESCLVED, BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATI VES OF THE
STATE OF WASHI NGTON, | N LEGQ SLATI VE SESSI ON ASSEMBLED:

THAT, At the next general election to be held in this state the
secretary of state shall submt to the qualified voters of the state
for their approval and ratification, or rejection, an anendnent to
Article VI, section 12 of the Constitution of the state of Wshi ngton
to read as foll ows:

Article VI, section 12. (a) A budget stabilization account shal
be established and maintained in the state treasury.

(b)(1) By June 30th of each fiscal year, an anobunt equal to one
percent of the general state revenues for that fiscal year shall be
transferred to the budget stabilization account. Nothing in this
subsection (b) shall prevent the appropriation of additional anounts to
t he budget stabilization account.

(2) By June 30th of the second year of each fiscal biennium three-
quarters of any extraordinary revenue growth shall be transferred to
the budget  stabilization account. However, =~ no transfer  of

extraordi nary revenue growh under this subsection (b)(2) shall occur
in a fiscal biennium following a fiscal biennium in which annual
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average state enploynentgrowh averaged |ess than_ one percent per
fiscal year. "Extraordinary revenue grow h" neans the anmount by which
the growth in general state revenues for that fiscal biennium exceeds
by one-third the average biennial percentage growh in_general state
revenues over the prior five fiscal biennia. In_ making this
determ nation, the_ conparability of data_ shall be_maintained_ by
adjusting historical general state revenues to reflect statutory
changes to the dedication of state revenues. The transfer under this
subsection shall be made only to the extent that it exceeds the total
transfers under (1) of this subsection for that fiscal biennium

(c) Each fiscal quarter, the state econom c and revenue forecast
counci | appoi nted and authorized as provided by statute, or successor
entity, shall estimate state enploynent growth for the current and next
two fiscal years.

(d) Mneys may be wthdrawn and appropriated from the budget
stabilization account as foll ows:

(1) I'f the governor declares a state of energency resulting froma
catastrophic event that necessitates governnent action to protect life
or public safety, then for that fiscal year noneys may be w t hdrawn and
appropriated from the budget stabilization account, via separate
| egislation setting forth the nature of the energency and contai ni ng an
appropriation [imted to the above-authorized purposes as contained in
the declaration, by a favorable vote of a mgjority of the nenbers
el ected to each house of the | egislature.

(i) If the enploynent growh forecast for any fiscal year is
estimated to be | ess than one percent, then for that fiscal year nobneys
may be wit hdrawn and appropriated fromthe budget stabilization account
by the favorable vote of a mgjority of the nenbers elected to each
house of the | egislature.

(ti1) Any amount may be wi thdrawn and appropriated fromthe budget
stabilization account at any tinme by the favorable vote of at |east
three-fifths of the nenbers of each house of the | egislature.

(e) Anmobunts in the budget stabilization account nmay be invested as
provided by |law and retained in that account. \Wen the bal ance in the
budget stabilization account, including investnment earnings, equals
nore than ten percent of the estimted general state revenues in that
fiscal year, the legislature by the favorable vote of a majority of the
menbers elected to each house of the legislature may wthdraw and
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appropriate the balance to the extent that the balance exceeds ten
percent of the estinmated general state revenues. Appropriations under
this subsection (e) may be made solely for deposit to the education
construction fund.

(f) As used in this section, "general state revenues" has the
meaning set forth in Article VIII, section 1 of the Constitution.
Forecasts and estimates shall be made by the state economi c and revenue
forecast council appointed and authorized as provided by statute, or
successor entity.

(g) The | egislature shall enact appropriate laws to carry out the
pur poses of this section.

(h) This section takes effect July 1, 2008.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the secretary of state shall cause
notice of this constitutional anmendnent to be published at |east four
times during the four weeks next preceding the election in every |egal
newspaper in the state.
